PLAN PROMOTES 
SALES EFFICIENCY 


Distributor S uc ceeds 
With Bonus and 
Salary Idea 


By A. E. V. DUNN 


ORTLAND, ORE., Feb. 6.—In 
order to build an_ efficient 
sales force, Hal Hillman, sales 
manager of the John K. Leander 
Company, Studebaker distributor, 
has hit upon a new plan of. pay- 
ing salary and bonus. It started 

September 1. 

After a 90-day tryout at a mini- 
mum salary of $150 monthly, a 
salesman becomes a _ permanent 
part of tke picture or goes else- 
where. Then his monthly salary 
ranges from $150 to $650, based on 
the volume of net business turned 
in, according to Hillman. 

The bonus system starts with a 
quarterly $100 for $15,000 worth of 
business. Then there is a _ six 


months bonus of $250 for $25,000} 
worth of business and a yearly bo-| 


nus of $500 for $500,000, $750 for 
$75,000 and $1,000 for $100,000. Only 
one-half of the annual bonus is 
paid at the end of the period, the 
remaining half going to the sales- 
man six months later. This tends 
to keep him with the house, and at 
the same time prevents him from 
indulging in a spending orgy to the 
detriment of both himself and the 
house. 

Under this plan, a salesman makes 
7 rer cent. on his net sales. Salaries 
have been so arranged that they 
increase with a man’s volume, as 
does the percentage. For instance, 
the man who sells more than $10.000 
worth of cars monthly draws $650, 
which is 6% per cent. With the 
bonus, the top man will run over 
7 per cent.

Survey Shows Chevrolet Led 1927

LEVELAND, Feb. 6.—An experi- 
ment in cauging national au- 
tomobile distribution by a study 
of sales in the four major counties 
of Ohio, Cuyahoga, Summit, Ham-

University.

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T IS an old adage that “an ounce of prevention is worth a 
pound of cure,” but however old the aphorism may be its 
age is no greater than its inherent truth. One of the great 
failings of modern civilization is its tendency to wait until 
damage has been done and then try to repair it, rather than 
prevent it in the first place. “We lock up criminals to 
protect society from their depredations, whereas the same 


amount of money spent in making these offenders against | 


the law into useful citizens in the beginning would pay 
dividends instead of being wasted in the maintenance of non- 
productive individuals. 

In our own field most owners of motor equipment spend 
a sum per annum in repairing damage that has occurred 
which is far in excess of what it would have cost to keep the 
vehicles is absolutely perfect mechanical condition in the 
first place. 

Even our business enterprises are not free from 
this failure to prevent waste and inefficiency. An 
instance of this was recently brought to light and is 
worth repeating for its educational value. An electric 
railway company had been used to repairing nearly 
1,500 wire breaks every year. This necessitated the 
maintenance of a number of repair gangs which had 
to be in readiness all the time. A couple of yéars ago 
this company started an inspection system, which 
immediately cut down the number of wire breaks. As 
the inspection system became more and more accurate 
the repair costs steadily declined. The company found 
that it cost only about a quarter as much to watch 
and prevent breaks as it had done to repair them 
after they had actually occurred. 

There are very few automotive shops in this country, 
efficiently as our industry runs on the whole, which have 
not to learn the lesson that prevention beats cure every time. 


Under Way 


EPORTS from all over the country and from the vari- 
ous divisions of the.automobile industry. indicate that 
the upward tendency predicted for 1928 has already begun. 
In the wholesale department of the industry. buying has 
increased greatly. This means, of course, that the vehicle 
wholesalers are satisfied that the retail season will open in 
due course and in the volume that has been expected. Deal- 
ers all over the country are getting stocked up and ready to 
meet the spring rush. 

It now appears that January, February and 
March will all show gains over the corresponding 
month of 1927, in spite of the fact that these are not 
heavy months in retail buying. Furthermore, the 
first three months of 1927 were periods of generous 
production and sales, the slump not developing until 
the last half of the year. For this reason gains dur- 
ing the present late winter and early spring season 
will be all the more gratifying. 

Strangely enough, the tire industry was one of 
the first to feel the upward curve in 1928. In spite of 
the fact that winter is usually a light sales period in 
tire selling, this year so fur has been an exception, and 
all the larger companies are being swamped with 
repeat orders from dealers. 


In the motor truck field the lighter lines are showing 
gratifying gains, with the probability that when the spring 
season really opens retail sales will clear the dealers’ floors

Oppose Building 
Of Toll Highways 


Special from A. D. N. Washington Bureau 

Washington, Feb. 6.—Pleading 
for an extensive program for ac- 
celeration and expansion of the, 
country’s highway system, Ernest 
N. Smith, general manager of the 
American Automobile Association, 
today bitterly condemned the 
present agitation for the building 
of toll highways. 

Appearing before the House Com- 
mittee on Public Roads, Mr. Smith 
Said that the A. A. A., while favor- 
ing express highways, is opposed to 
the granting of congressional sanc- 
tion for the construction of toll 
highways “under any and all cir- 
cumstances, and to the granting of 
toll bridge franchises, unless ex- 
press provision is made for their 
ultimate recapture to free public 
use.” , 

He submitted to the committee an 
extensive brief by Thomas P. Henry, 
president of the A. A. A., in which 
were outlined the principal recom- 
mendations on ‘which action at this 
session of Congress was declared to 
be “absolutely imperative.” These 
recommendations were grouped 
under the following three main 
heads :— 

First, continuation of Federal aid 
for the fiscal years 1930 and 1931 on 
an undiminished scale—that, at 
the rate of $75,000,000 a year as 
the minimum necessary to meet na- 
tional needs. 

Second, an increase from $7,500,- 
000 to $12,500,000 in the annual ap- 
propriation for the construction of

HICAGO, Feb. 6—Turning in 

a used car for more than the 
standard appraised value _ is 
frowned upon by finance com- 
panies. The motoring public is 
benefited by the objection of fi- 
nance companies to competitive 
bidding between automobile deal- 
ers on the trade-in allowance for 

a used car because of the close 
relationship between trade-in al- 
lowances and shop charges for 
servicing new cars, according to 
Cc. C. Hanch, general manager of 
the National Association of Fi- 
nance Companies, with headquar- 
ters here. 

“Inflated values on used car 
trade-ins are one of the biggest 
problems in the motor world today,” 

@eaid Mr. Hanch; “they are directly 
responsible for the high mortality 
rate of automobile dealers; they 
cause ultimate hard feelings be- 
tween dealer and customer; they in- 
jure the industry’s standing in 
financial circles, and they clutter 
up storage places with merchandise 
which odelongs to the junk man, but 
is being held in the hope some one 
will buy.” 

“Three factors contribute to this 
condition—the undue pressure of 
some automobile manufacturers 
on the dealer to accelerate the sale 
of new cars, the fact that the 
high-grade automobile salesman is 
seldom a good buyer, and the de- 
sire on the part of all of us to 
drive a sharp bargain. Experience 
has proved that a bargain which 
causes the dealer to lose money 
never pays when the buyer must 
return to him for service.
